viOMELESSNESS AND POVERT'> 


MOTION 

The crisis of homelessness in the City of Los Angeles will require profound action on the 
part of local governments. The 2020 Point-In-Time count of homeless individuals, released by 
the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA) on June 12, 2020, notes a 16.1 percent 
increase in homelessness in the City. Additionally, the continuing Coronavirus pandemic has 
created a dangerous environment for u nh oused individuals. Safely sheltering local residents 
suffering from homelessness is a necessary prerogative for the City at this time. 

6800 South Avalon Boulevard, located in Council District 9, is currently in development 
through two separate projects approved under the Proposition HHH Permanent Supportive 
Housing Loan Program 2018-2019 Project Expenditure Plan (C.F. 17-0090-S6), adopted October 
8, 2019. One of these projects provides $2,344,380 to the Volunteers of America Los Angeles to 
develop and enhance their Wraparound Recuperative Care Center to provide comprehensive 
services to at-risk individuals at the site. It is estimated that this project will provide 160 shelter 
beds. The other project provides $3,500,000 to the St. John's Well Child and Family Center to 
perform construction on an existing building to construct a Primary Care Wellness Center on 
site. 


The site at 6800 South Avalon Boulevard has additional capacity for shelter beds. The 
Volunteers of America Los Angeles has estimated that the site could be converted to provide up 
to 350 additional shelter beds and safe parking spaces at a cost of $12-15 million. The location 
should be evaluated by staff to determine the feasibility of additional development for homeless 
services on site. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council instruct the City Administrative Officer, 
with the assistance of the Chief Legislative Analyst, the Bureau of Engineering, Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority, and any other affected City stakeholders, to evaluate the site 
located at 6800 South Avalon Boulevard (APN #6007019019) to determine if the site is suitable 
for additional development as a homeless shelter to provide up to an additional combined 350 
shelter beds and safe parking spaces. 

I FURTHER MOVE that if the site is determined to be suitable for additional 
development as a homeless shelter, the City Council instruct the City Homeless Coordinator to 
coordinate with Los Angeles County to identify funds for operations at the site, including, but 
not limited to. State funding and County Measure H revenue.

BUDGET &RNANCF 


In response to the spread of the novel coronavirus in jails and prisons, thousands of 
inmates have been released in order to reduce the spread of the virus. In April 2020, over 5.000 
inmates were released in Los Angeles County. In addition, the CaUfomia Department of 
Corrections and Rehabilitation has indicated that an additional 8,000 inmates may be eligible for 
early release in August 2020. 

While the early release from jails or prisons has helped slow the spread of the virus in 
those facilities, it has not addressed the challenges experienced by the formerly incarcerated as 
they re-enter the community. Many of those released are Black and Latino men and women from 
communities that are overrepresented in prisons. 

On December 10, 2019, the Council authorized the Economic and Workforce 
Development Department (EWDD) to execute a contract in the amount of $370,000 with the 
Coalition for Responsible Community Development (CRCD) to provide Prison to Employment 
(P2E) Reentiy Support services in South Los Angeles (C.F. 19-1219). The program provides 
supportive services to individuals who experience barriers to employment and are on parole, 
probation, or mandatory supervision. 

An increase in funding for the contract with CRCD would help meet the increased 
demand for these services in South Los Angeles during the coronavirus pandemic and associated 
economic downturn. The Council should authorize the EWDD to increase the ftmding for this 
contract by $150,000 (from $370,000 to $520,000) to help meet this demand, subject to funding 
availability. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Council instruct the City Administrative Officer to 
identify funds in the amount of $150,000 to augment services for the Prison to Employment 
Reentry Program. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Council instruct the Economic and Workforce Development 
Department, with the assistance of the City Administrative Officer and City Attorney, to 
negotiate and execute an amendment to Contract No. 135,288 with the Coalition for Responsible 
Community Development and designated subrecipient(s) for the Prison to Employment Reentry 
Program for an additional $150,000 (from $370,000 to $520,000) for areas of Council District 8 
that have been affected by the early release of prisoners due to the coronavirus pandemic, subject 
to review and approval by the City Attorney and compliance with the City’s contracting 
requirements.

The COVTD-19 crisis and mandatory stay at home orders required the cancellation of all arts and cultural 
events in the City of Los Angeles, resulting in catastrophic financial impacts on individual artists and nonprofit 
arts organizations, similar to those experienced by hotels, restaurants, and others in the entertainment, hospitality 
and tourism industry. Left without earned revenue, these artists and organizations are in a free fall. The city is at 
grave risk of losing essential arts and cultural organization partners that are critical to our city’s identity and will 
be essential to accelerate our regional recovery. According to the 2020 Otis Report on the Creative Economy, the 
direct employment generated by the County’s creative industries and the indirect employment they create through 
multiplier effects constitutes 16.3% of Los Angeles County’s total employment. 

Los Angeles is considered an artist supercity, with a creative workforce that straddles for-profit and 
commercial creative industries in the nonprofit sector. For example, a theater artist, musician, or dancer may also 
be a teaching artist, working part-time in a museum or in commercial film and TV production. Like many members 
of our most vulnerable communities, creative sector workers often live gig-to-gig with little to no savings. In 2008 
it was estimated that Los Angeles was home to over 2.5 million independent creative workers, 

LA’s nonprofit arts and cultural sector includes 735 nonprofit organizations in the City. Annually, this 
sector generates more than $2.2 billion in revenue for the regional economy. Aggregate expenditures total nearly 
$1.9 billion annually, including staffing, facility management, marketing, and talent. However, like most small 
businesses, arts organizations with budgets under $250,000 have limited cash reserves, leaving the sector highly 
vulnerable to economic downturns. 


While over 88 percent of arts and cultural organizations, including the Department of Cultural Affairs, 
continue to deliver artistic content to help raise community spirits and morale, like many arts and cultural 
organizations with dedicated funding streams, DCA’s operations have been significantly hampered. The 
Department’s budget is funded by ordinance through a dedicated 1 percent of the City’s Hotel Tax (TOT). As of 
May, year-over-year hotel occupancy has declined from 81 percent in 2019 to 32 percent in 2020. Intervention is 
needed to ensure the City of Los Angeles retains its nonprofit arts and cultural sector. 

Culture and creativity are piimaiy drivers of racial equity, healthy communities, and represent a pillar of 
our region’s economic recovery strategy, vital to our long-tenn sustainability. LA culture is a global brand and 
reflects our shared values of inclusion, diversity, and belonging. Recognizing that some of the sectors that 
comprise our regional economy will need to be jump-started more than others, the nonprofit arts and culture sector 
should be prioritized to help accelerate LA’s economic recovery. 


I THEREFORE MOVE that the Chief Legislative Analyst, with the assistance of the City Attorney, 
prepare and execute all necessary documents and take all necessary actions to award $20 million in Coronavirus 
Relief Funds (CRF) to the Department of Cultural Affairs, subject to CRF eligibility as determined by the City 
Administrative Officer, for the purpose of general operating support to ensure continuity of operations in 
response to the COVID-19 pandemic with 50 percent of this allocation used to backfill the Department to ensure 
its operations can continue, and the remaining to be awarded to nonprofit arts organizations who partner with the 
city to provide free and low-cost cultural programs for youth and families.

MOTION 


The John Anson Ford Amphitheatre, located in Council District 4, is a facility operated 
and maintained by the Los Angeles County Department of Parks and Recreation and the Ford 
Theatre Foundation. The amphitheatre, a beloved Los Angeles landmark and a treasured venue 
for community arts groups, underwent four years of restorations and renovations that were 
completed in 2016. These renovations marked the completion of phase one of a plan that will 
ultimately bring new performance spaces, dining areas, a par king structure, and a new 0.9 mile 
hiking trail to the 100 year-old site. 

In December 2017, the Los Angeles County Board of Supervisors established the capital 
project for the John Anson Ford Theatre Trail. The project scope includes: a seven foot wide trail 
surrounding the theatre, interpretive trail signage, trailheads at the north and south parking lot 
areas as well as drinking fountains, bike racks, seating benches, and at least 250 feet of 
Americans with Disabilities Act compliant trail. 

The project is of importance to the City as it will enhance life for its residents by 
expanding public recreational access to the 32 acres of parkland surrounding the John Anson 
Ford Amphithealxe. In addition, hikers will have impressive seenic views of significant 
such as the Hollywood Bowl, the Hollywood Reservoir, the Hollywood Sign, the Griffith 
Observatory, Downtown Los Angeles, and the Pacific Ocean. 

The County will be allocating $3.33 million in Proposition A funds towards the $4.33 
million trail project. However, there is a need to secure additional funds for the remaining cost of 
the project. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Administrative Officer be instructed to report back 
in 30 days with available funding sources, including but not limited to the City’s General Fund, 
Measure A funds, and appropriate grants, that could be used to help Los Angeles County close 
the $ 1 million funding shortfall for the John Anson Ford Theatre Trail Project.

I FURTHER MOVE that the City Clerk be authorized to make any corrections, 
clarifications or revisions to the above fund transfer instructions, including any new instructions, 
in order to effectuate the intent of this Motion, and including any corrections and changes to fund 
or account numbers; said corrections / clarifications / changes may be made orally, electronically 
or by any other means.

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, California Vchicle Code Section 22507 authorizes cities to restrict the parking 
of vehicles, including but not limited to, vehicles that are six feet or more in height, on identified 
City streets during certain hours; and 

WHEREAS, the Los Angeles Municipal Code Section 80.69.4 allows the Council to 
authorize by resolution, the streets upon which the parking of oversize vehicles shall be restricted 
between 2:00 a.m. and 6:00 a.m.; and 

WHEREAS, there is an increased problem wth oversized vehicles parking along a segment 
of Helen Avenue in Sun Valley w'here large vehicles are often parked overnight and constrict travel 
lanes, thereby creating dangerous situations; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the City Council, pursuant to the Municipal 
Code Section 80.69.4, and the California Vehicle Code Section 22507, hereby prohibits the 
parking of vehicles that are in excess of 22 feet in length or over 7 feet in height, during the hours 
of 2:00 a.m. and 6:00 a.m., along both sides of Helen Avenue from Penrose Street to Glenoaks 
Boulevard. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that upon the adoption of the Resolution, the Department 
of Transportation be directed to post signs giving notice of a “tow away, no parking" restriction 
for oversized vehicles, with the specific hours detailed, at the above locations: and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Department of Transportation be authorized to 
make technical corrections or clarifications to the above instructions in order to eifectuaie the 
intent of this Resolution.

RESOLUTION 



WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, 
rules, regulations'or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state or federal governmental 
body or agency must have first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with 
the concurrence of the Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, California is one of only five States that does not have a process for revoking 
peace officer certification as a result of misconduct; and 

WHEREAS, currently, allegations of police misconduct are often only investigated by 
local law enforcement agencies where the misconduct occurred; and 

WHEREAS, the Bane Act, which provides a private right of action for damages against 
any person, including peace officers, who “interferes,” or “attempts to interfere by threat, 
intimidation, or coercion,” with the exercise or enjoyment of rights under California or federal 
law, has been tmdermincd in recent years; and 

WHEREAS, law enforcement officers are entrusted with extraordinary powers, including 
the power to carry a firearm, to stop and search people, to arrest individuals, and to use force, and 
they should be held to the highest standards of accountability; and 

WHEREAS, SB 731 (Bradford) would ensure that peace officers who engage in 
misconduct or who are convicted of crimes are decertified by the State, and not allowed to work 
as a peace officer anywhere in the State; and 

WHEREAS, SB 731 would also empower the State Department of Justice to investigate 
allegations of misconduct by peace officers in the State, ensuring that outside and independent 
review of these allegations can be obtained; and 

WHEREAS, SB 731 would ensure that the Bane Act can be used to seek civil remedy 
against individuals who violate the rights of Californians while acting as a peace officer; and 

WHEREAS, SB 731 would ensure that bad police officers can be removed from duty and 
held to account for their actions; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the 
adoption of this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019 - 2020 State 
Legislative Program SUPPORT for SB 731 (Bradford), which would create a statewide process to 
revoke the peace officer status of individuals convicted of certain serious crimes or terminated 
from employment as a peace officer due to misconduct, and empower the California Department 
of Justice to investigate allegations of police misconduct and strengthen existing California civil 
rights laws to prevent law enforcement abuses.

MOTION 


In January of 2017, the office of Council District 5 was made aware of the presenc e of unpermitted 
equipment located onsite at the Rancho Park Drill Site, including in paiticular, a CEB 1200 Enclosed Gas 
Burner, which would have been used to burn excess natural gas produced at the site in the course of oil 
drilling operations, creating additional air pollution in the area. Councilmember Koretz introduced a 
motion on this matter (CF#17-0149) directing the City Departments to do a thorough site review. 

A site review was conducted by the City’s Petroleum Administrator, which resulted in the removal of the 
CEB 1200 Enclosed Gas Burner. The Hillcrest Beverly Oil Company (HBOC) subsequently made 
proactive efforts to work with the City, the Council office, and the surrounding community group on 
bringing the site up to code. 

Additionally, on November 29, 2017, Council District 5 residents surrounding the Rancho Park golf 
course began complaining of a strong and noxious odor, which reportedly could be detected across a four- 
mile area all the way to Playa Vista. The source of the odor was a spill of Mercaptan odorant from a 
pump failure of Southern California Gas Company equipment at the Rancho Pai*k Drill Site. Residents 
were understandably frightened and shaken by the incident and, until then, many were not aware of the 
drill site located within their neighborhood. Councilmember Koretz introduced another motion (CF#17- 
0149-SI) directing City staff to report back on causes and solutions for the spill and City response. 

Hillcrest Beverly Oil Company agreed to fund and perform a 3^*^ party inspection of the Rancho Park Drill 
Site with a deadline of August 17, 2020, to install air monitoring equipment, and to work towards ways to 
remove the Mercaptan odorant equipment fi*om the site altogether. 

The current COVID-19 pandemic has underlined how essential it is to reduce air pollution in every way 
possible in order to prevent the worst outcomes of infection by the virus. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Council direct the City’s Petroleum Administrator to work with the 
Hillcrest Beverly Oil Company to report back within 60 days on the results of the 3"^^ party inspection of the 
Rancho Park Drill Site, the status and results of the ongoing air monitoring, and ongoing efforts to remove 
the Mercaptan equipment, with the overall goal of protecting the health of the surrounding neighbors, 
particularly the health of the children at the three schools within close proximity, from toxic emissions.

HOMELESSNESS AND POVERTY 


MOTION 

The 2020 Homeless Count conducted by the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority 
(LAHSA) in January found more than 41,000 persons experiencing homelessness living in the 
City of Los Angeles. Among other data points, the results indicated that every day in 2019, an 
average of 207 people exited homelessness while 227 people became homeless. 

Some of those exiting homelessness did so of their own accord. Others were housed by the 
combined efforts of LAHSA, the City, the County of Los Angeles and numerous hard-working 
nonprofit and community service agencies and organizations. 

According to the outreach specialists who work directly with the unhoused on the streets of the 
city, earning the trust of people so as to be able to provide them with the services they need and 
move them to shelter or housing can take weeks or months under the best of circumstances. And 
the various statutes, court orders and court decisions relative to homelessness, mental health and 
related issues make it impossible to move people off the streets without their permission or 
agreement. 

As the City works to respond to the Los Angeles Alliance for the Homeless litigation settlement, 
the willingness of persons living in encampments and elsewhere on the streets of the city to be 
relocated into housing or shelter, reunited with family members or friends, or other options, will 
be a crucial component of any success the program achieves. The City Council should learn 
more about the experience of LAHSA and its community partners in winning the confidence of 
persons experiencing homelessness. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council, as soon as possible, request that officials from the 
Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority make a presentation to the full City Council on its 
outreach experiences with persons living unsheltered or unhoused in the city in tenns of 
establishing lines of communication, providing services and relocating them to appropriate 
shelter or housing, including the number and percentage of persons who reject services or 
housing or both.

PLANNING AND LAND USE MANAGEMENT 


MOTION 

The Council adopted the Home Sharing Ordinance (Ordinance No. 185931) on December 7, 2018 
(Council File No. 14-1635-S2). The ordinance requires that structures used for home-sharing adhere to 
certain requirements, including being free from any health and safety citations at the time of registration 
with the City. The Home Sharing Ordinance also created administrative guidelines released by the Planning 
Department on June 28,2019, the Home-Sharing Administrative Guidelines and Home-Sharing Guest Code 
of Conduct, which provides detailed requirements that hosts and guests adhere to during home-sharing 
activities, and also provides detail on how property owners, hosts, and platforms must comply with the 
requirements of the Ordinance. 

During the existing COVID-19 pandemic, short term rentals have increasingly become gathering 
spots for loud parties in violation of the city’s "party house’ ordinance (Ordinance No. 185451), Council 
File No. 12-1824-Sl, and the home sharing administrative guidelines noise limits. During the COVID-19 
pandemic, the City has a vested interest in ensuring that short-term rentals do not contribute to the 
community’s spread of the COVID-19 virus, or inadvertently facilitating venues that spread more COVID- 
19 cases in the city and concomitantly in the Southern California region. 

During the COVID-19 pandemic, an Interim Control Ordinance needs to be prepared and presented 
to protect the public safety, health and welfare of the community, by placing a cap of ten guests per home 
sharing listing transaction. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Council instruct the Planning Department, with the assistance of 
the City Attorney, to prepare and present an Interim Control Ordinance (ICO) to prohibit home-sharing 
citywide for more than ten guests per home sharing listing transaction during the COVID-19 pandemic, and 
until the Safer at Home orders are lifted, and thereby protect the public safety, health and welfare of the 
community. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the ICO include an Urgency Clause, making it effective upon 
publication, and run for 45 days, with a 10 month and 15 day extension by Council Resolution, and can be 
further extended for an additional 1 year, or until the adoption of the appropriate zoning/ land use regulatory 
controls have been prepared by the Planning Department, adopted by the Council and become effective, 
whichever occurs first. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Planning Department amend the Home-Sharing Administrative 
Guidelines and Home Sharing Guest Code of Conduct, to include the following public safety, health, and 
welfare standards related to the COVID-19 pandemic: (1) Dwelling units with more than six habitable 
rooms (excluding kitchens and bathrooms) or 3,000 square feet shall not be permitted or considered 
essential for short teiTn rental until the Safer at Home orders are lifted; (2) Valet service, catering service, 
professional stage and sound equipment. Disk Jockeys, Live Entertainment, event tents, stages, dance 
floors, are prohibited; (3) Property’ Owners, Lessees, and Property Managers shall be equally responsible 
for any violations and shall reimburse the City and County for the full cost of all enforcement and contact 
tracing related to violations of this ordinance.

RESOLUTION

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles, with respect to legislation, rules, 
regulations or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state, or federal governmental body or 
agency must have first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with the concurrence 
of the Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, California has the most ambitious environmental targets in the United States, 
including a goal of 5 million zero emission vehicles (ZEV) on the roads by 2030, greenhouse gas 
emission levels at 60 percent of the 1990 levels, 250,000 electric vehicle (EV) charging stations by 2025; 
and 

WHEREAS, transportation electrification is one of the most important steps for achieving 
California’s greenhouse gas emission goals, because emissions from transportation currently account for 
roughly 41 percent of California’s total emissions; and 

WHEREAS, at the cun'ent rate, the state will only be able to install two-thirds of the intended 
250,000 publicly accessible EV charging stations by 2025; and 

WHEREAS, there are multiple pending and forthcoming electric charging infrastructure 
applications from investor-owned utilities pending review by the California Public Utilities Commission; 
and 

WHEREAS, many public schools throughout California are operating with energy-inefficient 
appliances, plumbing, and heating, ventilation, and air conditioning systems, which are important to 
assess for upgrades, especially as schools resume, in order to ensure that these outdated systems are not 
contributing to the spread of COVID-19; and 

WHEREAS, AB 841 (Ting), introduced on March 20, 2019, would address the aforementioned 
obstacles that are current!)- hindering California from reaching its emission goals; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the 
adoption of this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes into its 2019-2020 State Legislative 
Program SUPPORT for AB 841 (Ting), which would require the California Public Utilities Commission 
to approve pending transportation vehicle electrification charging applications, make changes to improve 
cost recovery for the deployment of transportation electrification vehicle charging infrastructure, require 
specified training certification for any state funded or authorized funding for electric vehicle charging 
infrastructure; and establish a stimulus program at the California Energy Commission to fund appliance, 
plumbing and heating, ventilation, and air condition upgrades to local education agencies using ratepayer 
funded energy efficiency incentives.

MOTION 


On January 15, 2019 Councilmembers Ryu, Krekorian, Koretz, Martinez, Bonin, and Buscaino 
introduced a motion (CF 19-0046: Developer Contribution Restrictions / City Elected Officials / 
Candidates for City Office), to add developers with business before the City Council to the City’s list of 
restricted sources, which later led to the adoption of an ordinance restricting campaign contributions to 
candidates for city office and officeholders, from restricted developers and their project principals. 
Included in the initial motion was a request for the Los Angeles Ethios Commission to also study the 
possibility of the City adopting the recusal model utilized by the Los Angeles Metropolitan Transit 
Authority (LA METRO). 

During June and July, 2020, Los Angeles Mayor Eric Garcetti, in response to press questions during 
multiple COVID-19 press conferences, also stated support for the Metro recusal model. 

Adopting a recusal model similar to the one at Metro would have two immediate benefits for Los 
Angeles. First, concerns over contributions leading to partial voting patterns, could be addressed if an 
individual or organization that has a matter pending before the City Council knows that members who 
have received campaign contributions will be unable to vote, participate in discussion, or conduct work 
of any kind on the matter. Second, it could be implemented immediately upon the approval of an 
ordinance and dees not require a public ballot, unlike some ethics reform proposals. 

WE THEREFORE MOVE that the Ethics Commission be requested to consider the standards that other 
agencies in the region apply to determine when decision makers for those agencies are required to 
recuse themselves from participating in official acts, including the Los Angeles Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority (LA METRO) recusal model, and make recommendations for the Council to 
enhance the city’s conflict of interest policy and potentially expand the universe of conflicts that require 
recusals by City officials.

RESOLUTION 


RULES, ELECTIONS, AND

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, 
rules, regulations or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state or federal governmental 
body or agency must have first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with 
the concurrence of the Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, on April 22, 2020, Specialist (SPC) Vanessa Guillen, a 20-year old soldier 
assigned to the United States Army 3'^'' Calvary Regiment at Fort Hood, Texas, went missing; and 

WHEREAS, on June 30, 2020 SPC Guillen’s remains were found outside of the base; and 

WHEREAS, the soldier believed to be responsible for SPC Guillen’s death committed 
suicide as he was approached by law enforcement; and 

WHEREAS, prior to her disappearance, SPC Guillen had told friends and family that she 
had experienced sexual harassment in her unit, but had not filed a formal complaint due to a fear 
of retaliation; and 

WHEREAS, SPC Guillen’s death was likely linked to this harassment, and despite years 
of statements by military officials, not much has been done to address misogyny and sexual 
harassment in the ranks, or to hold soldiers who harass or assault women to account; and 

WHEREAS, there are complaints that the Army did not take SPC Guillen’s disappearance 
seriously until it was brought to the attention of the media and politians by her family, and that the 
Army’s investigation into this matter was insufficient until subjected to outside scrutiny; and 

WHEREAS, females across the armed services often fait to report sexual harassment or 
assault, as in many cases they believe their complaints will not be taken seriously by their superiors 
and that they will be punished for daring to complain about their treatment; and 

WHEREAS, SPC Guillen’s death is a tragedy and Congress should ensure that something 
like this does not happen again, as well as ensure that female soldiers, sailors, airmen and marines 
are confident that any complaints of sexual harassment or assault will be taken seriously by their 
chain of command; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the 
adoption of this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019 - 2020 Federal 
Legislative Program SUPPORT for legislation and/or administrative action which would result in 
a congressional investigation into the murder of Specialist Vanessa Guillen, who disappeared from 
her duty station at Fort Hood, Texas on April 22,2020 and whose remains were found on June 30, 
2020 outside the base, as well as an investigation in the military’s handling of sexual harassment 
and sexual assault complaints in general.
